THE BBETHREN EVANGEU8T. 
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W1LHBLM I. 

On March 22, the court and 
city and country of the Empire 
celebrated the ninetieth birthday 
of Wilhelm I., German Emporer 
and King of Prussia. Probably 
no capital in the world is more 
thoroughly loyal in sentiment 
than Berlin. Every show win- 
dow in the basinese streets con- 
tains the Emperor's bust ; and all 
public places are adorned with 
hia portraits; and the numerous 
concert halls and orchestras play 
each evening "Emperor Will- 
iams's March" or Emperor 
William's favorite melodies, 
white society entertains itself 
with anecdotes ot its sovereign's 
quaint humor. 

The celebration was one of tbe 
moet notable events for some 
time, enthusiasm abounding 
throughout the entire empire. 
He was born March 22, 1797, ed- 
ucated as a soldier under hia 
brother, then King of Prussia, 
whom he succeeded in 1861. He 
was proclaimed Emperor of Ger- 
many at Versailles, France, in 
1871. 

Prince Frederick Wilhelm, 
eldest son and heir apparent, is 
titty- six years of age, and is now 
a field marshal in the Prussian 
army. He was married in 1858 
to Princess Victoria, daughter of 
Queen Victoria of England. 
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The House the Moth Builds. 

Ah, the little builder ia discov- 
ered ! It is a small, soft, shining 
worm standing on its sixteen 
teet on the arm ol our sofa and 
biding under the sofa pillow. It 
is living inside of the house 
which it has built — a fine resi- 
dence constructed of crimson 
pi ii h b, particles ot which it has 
taken from the sola and fastened 
together with silk of its own 
manufacture. The house is tun- 
nel-shaped, and is movable like a 
tent. Within it tbe owner can 
rest while quietly feasting ; or, if 
preferring to do so, can travel 
about in it, gnawing with its 
jaws the plush here found in 
each abundance, until it forms a 
worn- out path, moth eaten, in- 
deed. (It can do this if permit- 
ted !) 

Long, long ago, when the good 
patriarch Job was living in the 
land of Ut, many a moth was 
building its house in the same 
way, and according to the same 
pattern I have described. There 
were other patterns, too, one 
spindle-shaped, and another re- 
sembling an arched gallery. 

This house which the moth 
builds in its larva or caterpillar 
stafe is really necessary to shel- 
ter it from the injurious action 
of the air uutil it .changes from 
a chrysalis to a perfect winged 
insect. But its abode is formed 
of frail materials, Is a slight 
structure, and only lasts tor a 


house as a motb." It will net 
remain long in his possession. 
Of him it cannot be written ; 
"He hath dispersed abroad; he 
hath given to the poor ; his right- 
eousness remeineth forever." 

The Hebrew name of this 
housebuilding ' moih is 'ash. 
(Once in the Old Testament the 
moth-worm is called "as.) As 
the material out of which the 
moth builds its house and on 
which it feeds becomes thin and 
bare and ready to fall to pieces 
some times, the moth was appro- 
priately named 'ash — a word 
whose signification Is, a falling 
■way. The Greeks named it see 
(very much like the Hebrew 
name sas.) The Latin name, 
which I like best, is tinea. 
Sometimes the tinea is named 
after the particular substance 
upon which it builds its house : 
then we have the tinea vistianella 
— clothes moth; dnea tapetzella 
—carpet moth ; tinea peltionella 
— fur moth ; tinea orinella — hair 
moth ; tinea granelta — grain 
moth. The tinea gran el la builds 
its house by covering several 
grains in a silken web. It after- 
wards eats these grains. 

This tinea, or moth of the 
bonsebold (as it is called), has 
always had a world wide reputa- 
tion for destructiveness. People 
possessing handsome clothing 
and furniture, and large graner- 
iee, have always been afraid of it, 
little creature though it be, and 
have asked one another how it 
could be prevented from injur- 
ing their treasures. So long ago 
as when Aristotle lived, his pu- 
pil Tlieophrastus told the Greeks 
of an herb which was "good 
against the moth in clothes." 

In the ninth century lived an 
eastern poet who was found at 
the time he died to possess one 
hundred complete suits ot clothes 
two hundred shirts and five 
hundred tu round. Do you think 
any place could have been found 
where be could have laid up all 
these garments and keep them 
free lrom moths? As he is said 
to have been an illustrious writer 
of verses, I think he most have 
preserved his clothes and hie rep- 
utation by having a "keeper of 
the garments," such as we read 
of in Second Chronicles, who 
spent much time and labor in 
preventing the motb from build- 
ing its house wherever it chose 
among tbe garments. 

You remember the words ot 
oar Lord Jesus, how be said : 
"Lay not up for yourselves treas- 
ures upon earth, where moth 
doth corrupt, . . . but lay up for 
yoiffselves treasures in heaven, 
where math doth not corrupt, tor 
where your treasure is there will 
your heart be also." The etorieB 
which He told of the rich farmer 
who laid up treasures for himself, 
bnt was not rich toward God ; 
and of the man who was clothed 
in fine linen and fared sumptuous- 
ly every day, but neglected Laz- 
arus sitting at his gate — teach ua 
very plainly what Job meant 
when he said of every man like 
unto these: "He buildetb his 
house as a moth." You desire 
an "everlasting habitation :" 
"Set your affections then on things 

above, 
For where your treasure is will be 

your love." 


Amendment Work 1b Michigan.

A fire originated in tbe town of 
Howell, and a member ot the 
fire-department was shot at and 
another was wounded, when he 
undertook to do bis duty in 
quenching the flamos.
